It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  have  served  the  Town  for  its  first 
three  year  term. 

The  years  have  seen  many  changes  and  this  was  a  year  with 
seven  Special  Town  Meetings. 

There  are  451  Sections  and  73  Chapters  that  govern  the  work 
of  a  Town  Clerk  and  this  year  there  were  34  new  Election  Law 
Changes  made. 

Chapter  497  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  increased  the  fees  now  charged 
for  vital  statistics. 

Monies  received  from  Dog  Licenses  $1,427.90 

Monies  sent  to  the  Division  of  Fish  &  Game  1,741.75 
Town  Clerk’s  fees  for  the  year  1,093.90 

There  were  37  births  —  16  deaths  —  31  marriages. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-three  new  voters  registered  during  the 

year.

Special  Town  Meeting  September  24,  1975,  Nipmuc  Regional  High 
School  Auditorium.  Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  Joseph 
Taylor  at  7:30  P.M.  Motion  was  made  by  William  Ober  to  adjourn  to 
the  Gymnasium,  seconded  by  Richard  Ferrucci,  voted  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive  by  those  in  attendance  and  moved  to  the  gymnasium. 

Adjourned  town  meeting  called  to  order  in  the  Gym  and  recessed 
to  allow  people  outside  time  to  be  checked  into  the  building.  Time  again 
extended  to  allow  people  to  be  checked  and  seated  in  the  Gym.  7:50  P.M. 
while  waiting  for  the  rest  of  the  voters,  we  will  note  that  the  return 
of  service  was  duly  served.  Motion  made  by  Selectman  George  Phipps 
concerning  nonvoters. 

Motion:  I  move  that  all  nonvoters  with  the  exception  of  Town 
Counsel,  Anthony  Gulla,  Principal  High  School  and  Mr.  David  Anderson, 
Architect  be  allowed  to  attend  the  town  meeting,  but  be  seated  in  a 
particular  section  designated  by  the  Moderator.  Seconded  and  voted  in 
the  affirmative.  Preceded  with  the  meeting.  Moderator  gave  his  views 
on  Article  1.  No  action  to  be  taken  on  the  second  part,  (to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money)  The  first  part  is  only  an  expression  of 
opinion  and  not  binding  on  any  boards  at  all,  namely,  Board  of  Health 
and  Board  of  Selectmen.  An  article  read  by  Richard  Ferrucci  for  the 
purpose  of  opinion  only.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  a  vote  be  taken 
strickly  as  a  expression  of  opinion.  A  call  of  hands  showed  a  majority 
vote  for  in  favor.  NOT  BINDING. 

ARTICLE  2.  School  Committee  would  like  to  make  a  presentation 
on  this  article  with  the  approval  of  the  voters.  Approval  given  and  Mrs. 
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Bradley  introduced  the  School  Committee  from  Mendon  and  gave  a  brief 
account  of  what  had  happened  and  the  reasons  for  the  building  of  a  new 
school.  She  also  introduced  the  architect  Mr.  Daniel  Anderson.  Mr.  Gulla 
spoke  about  the  need  for  this  school,  in  order  to  house  the  programs 
needed  for  the  students.  Space  is  needed.  Mr.  Soter  spoke  about  the 
effect  on  the  elementary  school  K-4  to  be  in  the  H.  P.  Clough.  5-8  a 
Middle  School  at  Nipmuc  High  School.  The  new  school  9-12.  He  also 
states  that  the  problems  at  the  elementary  school  is  space.  Mr.  Daniel 
Anderson  presented  slides  to  the  voters.  600  pupil  senior  high  school. 
Mr.  Lizzotte  gave  a  talk  on  the  cost  of  this  school  $5,550,000.00.  $29,000.00 
already  spent  for  site  work.  Financial  subcommittee  was  formed  from 
the  School  Committee  and  town  finance  members  served  from  Mendon. 
Mr.  Bill  Ober  and  Mr.  Roland  Morin.  Mr.  Lizzotte  ran  through  the  figures 
of  the  cost  and  the  percentage  of  the  cost  to  the  town  for  the  new  school. 
He  also  states  that  15  rooms  can  be  added  to  this  school  if  the  need 
ever  arises.  A  discussion  follows  the  presentation  and  many  voters 
question  the  school  committee  on  this  article.  At  9:18  P.M.  the  discus¬ 
sion  ends.  Moderator  reads  the  article.  The  Finance  Committee  supports 
this  article.  Because  we  feel  that  building  a  new  school  is  the  most 
economical  and  efficient  way  to  add  needed  space  to  the  school  system. 

Before  we  came  to  this  conclusion  we  carefully  studied  the  report 
of  the  educational  consultant  and  the  architect  hired  by  the  school  com¬ 
mittee  to  assist  them  with  this  problem.  Three  members  of  our  com¬ 
mittee  toured  all  of  the  buildings  in  the  system  during  school  hours  to 
observe  the  existing  conditions. 

It  became  obvious  from  this  study  that  the  shortage  of  regular  class¬ 
rooms  is  becoming  critical,  that  the  system  does  not  have  the  space 
available  for  helping  students  that  have  special  learning  problems  and 
there  are  no  facilities  to  allow  expanded  education  in  the  area  of  voca¬ 
tional  training  and  home  economics. 

To  be  sure,  more  imagination  and  resourcefullness  on  the  part  of 
the  school  department  may  reduce  the  magnitude  of  some  of  these 
problems.  However,  any  one  who  views  these  facilities  with  an  open 
mind,  cannot  deny  the  need  for  added  space. 
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We  carefully  considered  the  possibilities  of  adding  on  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  buildings.  If  space  is  added  to  the  Nipmuc  High  School  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  7th  grade,  this  would  not  reduce  the  student  population  at 
Clough  in  an  amount  significant  enough  to  alleviate  the  need  of  an 
addition.  And  further,  the  problem  with  such  an  addition  at  Clough 
is  the  future  suitability,  for  the  purpose  of  education  of  the  older  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  school.  Indeed,  any  porposal  to  add  to  the  Clough  School 
would  also  involve  replacement  of  the  older  section  in  order  to  conform 
to  the  various  state  codes  required  to  qualify  for  reimbursement.  Also 
remember  that  by  our  regional  agreement  all  of  the  costs  of  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Clough  School,  over  and  above  the  state  reimbursement, 
would  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers  of  Mendon. 

A  new  High  School,  however,  will  allow  the  removal  of  three  grades 
to  the  present  Nipmuc  School,  thus  relieving  the  need  for  added  space 
at  the  Clough  School. 

Certainly,  we  take  no  pleasure  in  recommending  that  the  taxpayers 
add  20%  to  their  tax  rate,  however,  the  increase  is  not  going  to  get 
any  smaller  by  putting  this  project  off,  and  the  efficiency  of  our  educa¬ 
tional  system  will  only  decline. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  approve  the 
amount  of  the  $5,550,000.00  debt  authorized  on  September  8,  1975  by  the 
Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  and  equipping  a  new  regional  high  school,  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  said  debt  shall  not  be  incurred  unless  the  project  is  approved 
for  a  state  school  construction  grant  of  at  least  65%  of  the  approved 
cost,  including  interest,  under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended.

On  February  15th  the  Fire  Department  held  a  Golden  Anni¬ 
versary  Ball  in  honor  of  50  years  as  an  organized  Fire  Department. 
Plans  are  being  made  for  another  ball  to  be  held  February  28th, 
1976. 

The  Annual  Nite-Before-The-Fourth  celebration  was  held  again 
this  year.  This  event  still  draws  a  large  crowd  of  participants  as 
well  as  onlookers. 

A  new  Fire  Truck  was  delivered  in  October  from  the  Farrar 
Company,  Inc.  of  Woodville,  Mass.  The  new  unit  is  equipped  with 
a  750  G.P.M.  Front  Mount  pump,  300  gallons  of  water  in  a  fiber¬ 
glass  tank,  rear  mounted  winch,  four  wheel  drive.  The  fiberglass 
tank  is  new  to  this  department  and  is  expected  to  eliminate  a  rust 
problem. 
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With  the  extension  of  the  fire  alarm  system,  we  now  have 
eleven  (11)  fire  alarm  boxes  and  approximately  10  miles  of  fire 
alarm  wire  to  be  maintained.  At  present  the  Henry  P.  Clough 
School  is  not  covered  by  any  type  of  fire  warning  system  except 
for  the  rented  portable  class  room. 

The  Town  of  Mendon  is  growing  and  the  Department  is  also 
growing  to  the  point  the  crowded  condition  in  the  fire  station  is 
presenting  a  problem.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  East  end  of  Town 
has  received  the  largest  influx  of  new  homes  and  a  large  part  of  the 
area  is  outside  the  three  (3)  mile  limit  for  safe  and  expedient 
coverage  a  sub-station  in  the  area  seems  to  be  the  most  logical  way 
to  plan  for  future  Fire  Department  expansion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MENDON  -  UPTON 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

The  greatest  undertaking  of  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School 
District  Committee  this  year  has  been  its  unsuccessful  attempt  to  con¬ 
vince  the  citizens  of  the  two  Towns  that  “we  need  a  new  high  school.” 
In  late  winter,  the  acquisition  of  land  on  Pleasant  Street  was  finalized; 
deeds  were  recorded  and  your  Committee  obtained  title  to  said  property. 
At  the  same  time,  we  “chose  an  architect.”  Our  choice  was  based  on 
(1)  interviews,  (2)  visits  to  schools  constructed  by  the  architectural 
firms  under  consideration  and  (3)  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  School 
Building  Advisory  Committee. 

Our  efforts  received  much  appreciated  support  from  the  Citizens’ 
Advisory  Group  in  Education  (CAGE),  the  Upton  Mothers’  Club,  and 
the  Mendon  P.T.A.  There  were  innumerable  meetings  with  state  officials 
helping  us  to  pave  the  way  for  the  presentation  of  our  proposal  to  the 
two  Towns.  The  first  vote,  in  early  September  was  a  close  “yes”  in 
Upton  and  a  close  “no”  in  Mendon,  -  enough  to  warrant  our  having 
another  “go  at  it.”  In  early  November,  Mendon  overwhelmingly  de¬ 
feated  the  proposal;  subsequently,  a  few  days  later,  Upton  passed  over 
the  article.  At  the  present,  we  are  exploring  different  avenues  to  take. 

In  late  spring,  it  was  evident  that  another  relocatable  classroom 
would  be  needed  this  year  in  Mendon.  Due  to  unforeseen  technicalities, 
the  Committee  has  just,  within  the  last  month,  awarded  the  bid.  There 
will  be  two  more  portable  classrooms  installed  at  the  Henry  P.  Clough 
School  and  one  more  at  the  Memorial  School. 

The  strain  of  the  implementation  of  Chapter  766  has  been  both  finan¬ 
cial  and  emotional.  We  are  now  in  our  second  year  of  insuring  that  our 
Towns’  “Special  Needs”  children  receive  good  educations.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  utilize  the  services  of  a  number  of  people, 
employed  through  CETA  in  this  program. 

In  late  spring  our  baseball  and  softball  teams  brought  us  fame  and 
glory  by  capturing  the  Dual  Valley  League  Titles.  This  fall,  soccer  was 
added  to  the  list  of  sports  in  which  our  youth  may  participate. 

We  are  also  very  proud  of  our  music  department.  Our  choruses  and 
bands  in  concert  have  been  outstanding.  Our  bands  marched  in  no  less 
than  four  parades  in  the  spring  and  were  “rained  out”  of  another.  As 
the  highlight  of  the  year,  this  Committee  has  just  recently  awarded  the 
bid  for  new  band  uniforms  to  replace  those  approximately  fifteen  years 
old. 
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Through  the  efforts  of  the  head  of  our  mathematics  department,  we 
received  a  Title  III  Federal  Grant  of  $1,900  to  help  defray  the  most  of 
a  math  computer  machine  and  calculators. 

In  June,  culminating  weeks  of  planning  and  work,  a  most  success¬ 
ful  “Career  Day  Fair”  was  held  at  Nipmuc  —  with  even  live  radio 
coverage. 

As  in  the  past,  we  were  again  able  to  carry  on  the  Title  I  Summer 
Program  for  those  children  who  needed  just  that  little  bit  of  extra  help. 

We  have  met  at  intervals  with  the  Student  Advisory  Committee,  as 
set  forth  by  the  state.  This  group  is  our  liaison  with  the  students  at 
Nipmuc,  as  the  Student  Council  is  the  liaison  between  the  students  and 
the  administration. 

In  February,  Mr.  Goodnow  retired  from  the  custodial  staff  at  Nipmuc 
after  many  years  of  devoted  service.  In  September,  Mr.  Menard  left 
the  Henry  P.  Clough  School.  His  death  in  late  fall  saddened  us  all. 

The  Committee  has  only  recently  received  the  final  transportation 
reimbursements  from  the  state  for  the  school  years  ending  1973  and 
1974.  With  a  portion  of  this  money  we  have  established  a  bilingual  ac¬ 
count. 

As  the  year  ends,  we  are  involved  in  teacher  and  secretarial  nego¬ 
tiations  for  next  September.  We  are  studying  administrative  job  descrip¬ 
tions  and  evaluating  the  administrators,  and  we  are  studying  the  feasi¬ 
bility  of  making  changes  in  the  structure  of  our  elementary  administra¬ 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of 
Mendon  and  Upton. 

I  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

There  was  bad  news  and  good  news  during  1975.  The  bad  news  was 
the  failure  of  our  District  to  vote  a  new  high  school,  but  perhaps  under¬ 
standable  in  light  of  the  stage  of  our  economy  at  the  time  the  proposal 
was  submitted. 

Some  of  the  good  news  in  1975  I  consider  to  be  as  follows: 

1.  A  School  Committee  which  is  still  eager  to  solve  the  space  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  District  and  is  willing  to  spend  innumerable  hours 
of  time  for  the  betterment  of  the  education  of  the  pupils  of  our 
District. 

2.  A  faculty  in  each  of  our  schools  who  cares  about  our  youth.  My 
daily  visits  to  the  high  school,  where  I  teach  a  half-year  review 
mathematics  course,  and  my  frequent  visits  to  the  elementary 
schools,  impress  me  with  the  high  caliber  of  teachers  and  high 
quality  of  learning  experiences  taking  place  in  our  schools.  The 
Principal  of  the  high  school,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Schools 
and  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  meet  with  me  weekly 
as  an  administrative  council  to  discuss  problems  and  progress 
in  the  schools.  The  School  Committee  Negotiator  for  Collective 
Bargaining,  who  has  worked  in  over  30  communities,  recently  com¬ 
mented  that  our  Teacher  Negotiation  Committee  was  the  finest 
he  had  ever  dealt  with. 

3.  The  School  Committee,  by  postponing  action  at  the  Town  Meetings 
on  its  1975  budget,  was  able  to  give  the  Towns  additional  financial 
credit  due  to  Chapter  492  of  the  Acts  of  1974.  This  law  increased 
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general  state  aid  for  the  expenses  of  regional  school  districts 
(K-12).  Our  entitlement  was  $428,000  over  20%  of  our  1974-1975 
budget.  This  Chapter  will  continue  to  help  us  in  reducing  our  total 
cost  to  the  Towns. 

4.  Members  of  the  School  Committee,  Town  officials  and  administra¬ 
tors  attended  and  testified  at  several  state  Board  of  Education 
meetings  and  one  legislative  hearing  involving  state  aid  for  school 
construction.  Conferences  were  held  with  several  offices  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  I  feel  that  we  have  made  our  impact 
on  legislators  and  other  state  officials.  They  know  the  educational 
concerns  of  the  people  of  Mendon  and  Upton. 

5.  The  District  has  availed  itself  of  federal  funds  and  has  received 
money  under  Titles  I,  II,  III  and  the  Vocational  Education  Act. 
A  recent  Title  IV  Section  has  been  implemented  to  consolidate 
the  prior  categories  so  local  districts  may  have  more  discretion 
in  using  their  federal  aid. 

6.  The  District  is  part  of  a  Special  Needs  Collaborative  consisting 
of  13  communities,  with  its  office  housed  in  the  same  building  as 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  Collaborative  helps  us  im¬ 
plement  Chapter  766. 

7.  Cooperation  with  the  CETA  Office  in  Hopedale  has  brought  us  the 
employment  of  seven  people  at  practically  no  cost  to  the  District. 
Their  fine  services  are  appreciated. 

8.  Preparation  of  job  descriptions  and  evaluation  of  administrators 
is  helping  us  to  up-grade  the  quality  of  education  in  the  District. 
I  refer  you  to  other  reports,  especially  that  of  the  high  school 
Principal,  the  Elementary  Supervisor,  the  School  Committee  and 
the  financial  and  statistical  reports,  for  a  more  complete  review 
of  the  Mendon-Upton  schools. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Noonan  and  Mr.  Clarence  Phipps, 
who  completed  their  three  year  terms  on  the  School  Committee  in  1975. 
They  were  both  dedicated  members  and  we  were  most  fortunate  to  have 
had  their  services. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  School 
Committee  Members,  administrators,  faculty  and  other  staff  members 
and  to  the  Townspeople  of  both  communities  for  their  cooperation  and 
support.  My  thanks  also  go  to  Mrs.  Pauline  Johnson,  Financial  Secretary 
and  Mrs.  Edith  Lebel,  Superintendent’s  Secretary  for  their  unfailing 
assistance  and  interest.

NIPMUC  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
1975 

This  past  year  has  been  both  extremely  constructive  while  at  the 
same  time  a  frustrating  time  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.  Bright 
shining  faces  and  youthful  enthusiasm,  along  with  thoughts  for  planning 
for  reorganization  of  both  our  curriculum  and  grade  structure,  created 
excitement  and  zeal  among  faculty  and  students  alike. 

Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-Five  proved  an  active  and  industri¬ 
ous  year  for  all  related  to  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  and  its  activi¬ 
ties.  While  the  students  experienced  many  rewards  and  benefits,  the 
educational  program  strived  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  individual  stu¬ 
dent  and  to  provide  each  student  with  opportunities  for  a  well-rounded 
and  successful  education. 

The  school  year  resulted  in  a  continuation  of  programs  which  proved 
beneficial,  a  revision  of  programs  which  revealed  a  need  for  improve¬ 
ment,  and  an  introduction  of  new  programs  to  provide  a  more  com¬ 
prehensive  offering  to  the  children  of  Mendon  and  Upton. 
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The  uncertainty  of  the  future,  particularly  with  regard  to  our  local 
building  program  which  would  enable  us  to  plan  for  reorganization  to 
a  comprehensive  high  school,  produced  frustration  for  those  who  were 
most  anxious  to  begin  planning  and  organizing  for  a  “legitimate  com¬ 
prehensive  high  school  program”  to  become  operative  in  the  near  future. 

Where  do  we  go  from  here?  I  hope  that  through  the  combined  efforts 
of  the  School  Committee,  the  citizens  cf  Mendon  and  Upton,  staff,  and 
students  that  an  equitable  solution  to  our  space  problems  can  still  be 
solved.  These  problems  have  not  disappeared  and  will  continue  to  grow 
in  the  future. 

The  following  are  individual  departmental  reports  detailing  instruc¬ 
tional  highlights  which  provide  educational  services  to  the  children  of 
Mendon  and  Upton: 


ART  DEPARTMENT 

A  variety  of  two-dimensional  drawings,  paintings,  and  prints,  as 
well  as  fine  pottery  and  slab  assemblages  highlighted  the  art  program 
this  year. 

The  Art  room  was  filled  with  hardworking  students  in  all  areas  of 
art,  crafts,  and  designs.  Their  work  was  seen  at  the  Spring  Exhibit  held 
in  the  Wilho  Frigard  Gymnasium. 

ATHLETIC  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Nipmuc’s  physical  education  and  athletic  programs  have  changed 
and  expanded  over  the  last  two  years.  In  the  physical  edcuation  area 
we  have  included  soccer,  touch  football  (for  girls),  tennis,  self-defense, 
yoga,  golf  (boys  and  girls),  paddleball,  co-ed  volley  ball,  co-ed  gymnas¬ 
tics,  and  co-ed  recreational  sports  such  as  ping  pong,  shuffleboard,  bowl¬ 
ing,  badminton,  and  deck  tennis.  The  athletic  program  has  seen  the 
addition  of  varsity  soccer  and  eighth  grade  girls  basketball,  along  with 
the  continuation  of  cross  country,  field  hockey,  boys  and  girls  high  school 
basketball,  eighth  grade  boys  basketball,  baseball,  softball,  track,  and 
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field.  The  athletic  program  involves  approximately  one  hundred  and  fifty 
(150)  of  our  students  in  grades  8-12,  or  about  30%  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

By  means  of  both  physical  educaton  and  athletic  teams,  sports¬ 
manship  as  a  player  and  as  a  spectator  is  stressed.  The  physical  educa¬ 
tion  programs  teaching  basic  rules,  fundamentals,  and  philosophy  of 
the  activity  give  the  student  a  broader  understanding  of  the  team  con¬ 
cept.  The  athletic  program  gives  those  students  who  have  interest  and 
ability  in  a  particular  sport  an  opportunity  to  participate  and  excel  in 
an  area  of  their  choice.  In  an  attempt  to  reach  a  particular  goal  they 
are  taught  discipline,  sacrifice,  and  team  effort. 

AUDIO  -  VISUAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  Audio-Visual  Department  has  undertaken  the  project  of  insti¬ 
tuting  a  system  of  protecting  the  hardware  under  its  auspices.  All  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  stenciled  and  marked  with  an  electronic  pencil.  A  new 
system  of  dispensing  equipment  is  also  being  tried  and  evaluated  for 
its  efficiency.  The  Audio-Visual  Department  has  begun  a  project  that 
would  furnish  each  and  every  academic  department  with  the  essential 
and  basic  audio-visual  equipment  necessary  to  carry  out  the  Audio-Visual 
needs  in  their  area.  ? 

There  are  hopes  that  in  the  future  the  Audio-Visual  Department  will 
be  an  integral  part  in  the  assisting  of  academic  planning  relating  to  the 
new  areas  of  drama  and  photography. 


BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Business  Education  Department  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School 
had  an  increase  in  enrollment  in  most  of  its  classes  in  1975.  Because 
of  lack  of  space  and  staff,  it  was  impossible  to  expand  the  curriculum. 
Field  trips  were  taken  by  the  business  law  class  to  the  court  in  Fram¬ 
ingham  and  by  the  data  processing  class  to  Draper  Corporation  in  Hope- 
dale,  and  to  Hopedale  High  School  in  order  to  run  the  punch  card  equip¬ 
ment  which  is  not  available  to  them  at  Nipmuc.  The  new  simulated  office 
program  which  was  funded  by  a  government  grant  was  completed.  The 
advanced  secretarial  students  experienced  a  true  feeling  of  office  work. 
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They  were  involved  in  doing  a  great  deal  of  work  for  the  school  and 
teachers  and  also  for  community  organizations.  Some  outside  projects 
that  were  completed  included  the  typing  and  mimeographing  of  the 
“Capertown  Cookbook”  for  the  Upton  Woman’s  Club,  song  booklets  for 
St.  Michael’s  Church,  and  programs  for  the  Upton  Bloomer  Girls.  Sev¬ 
eral  of  our  graduates  went  on  to  further  their  education  in  the  business 
field. 


CAREER  EDUCATION 

During  its  first  year,  1974-1975,  the  Career  Education  Program 
served  the  needs  of  approximately  ten  (10)  students.  Today,  one  year 
later,  the  program  is  in  some  way  touching  the  lives  of  about  forty  (40) 
students  directly  and  numerous  others  indirectly.  Two  classes  in  Career 
Education  have  been  implemented  to  instruct  general  “job-survival 
skills”  as  well  as  to  coordinate  events  with  “Community”  employers. 

Because  of  public  relations,  hard-working  students  and  the  contin- 
utaion  of  the  School  Cooperative  Education  Program,  we  have  seen 
our  program  expanded  to  include  better  “job  positions”  and  additional 
“training  stations”.  Moreover,  Career  Education  materials  have  been 
added  to  the  library  so  that  all  students,  as  well  as  faculty,  can  get 
involved  in  the  preparation  for  satisfactory  employment.  Our  purpose 
has  always  been  to  serve  as  the  link  between  school  courses  and  the 
world  of  work. 

Hopefully,  this  program  will  continue  to  expand  so  that  all  students, 
college  bound  as  well  terminal  can  best  prepare  themselves  for  the 
working  community. 


ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  English  Department  recognizes  its  responsibility  for  strengthen¬ 
ing  all  students’  knowledge  of  the  mechanics  of  English  so  that  they 
may  correctly  and  effectively  express  their  ideas  in  daily  living.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  the  department  has  intensified  vocabulary  and  usage  courses 
to  prepare  students  for  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  (S.A.T.’s),  has  pro¬ 
vided  an  additional  Business  English  section  to  enable  a  greater  num- 
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ber  of  students  to  receive  vocationally-oriented  instruction,  and  has 
implemented  additional  elective  courses  to  permit  students  to  find  greater 
relevance  in  their  curriculum  offerings.  Emphasis  currently  being  placed 
on  the  practical  skills  for  terminal  students,  the  English  curriculum  for 
grades  eight  through  ten  has  incorporated  a  new  program  designed  to 
coordinate  literature,  language,  and  composition  so  that  the  student  may 
discover  meaningful  relationships  among  them.  Through  continued 
search  for  innovative  materials  and  implementation  of  desirable  pro¬ 
grams,  the  department  maintains  that  wherever  possible  the  study  of 
language  and  literature  be  integrated  so  that  the  student  can  examine 
the  words  and  ideas  of  the  past,  develop  the  ability  to  communicate 
effectively,  and  will  achieve  a  self-awareness  important  to  a  meaningful 
life. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  been  involved  in  the  updat¬ 
ing  of  their  textbooks.  An  interdepartmental  function  with  the  Home 
Economics  Department  was  held  where  the  foreign  language  students 
gave  talks  on  different  aspects  of  France  and  Spain,  and  the  Home 
Economic  students  prepared  and  observed  the  cooking  of  both  countries. 
A  delightful  meal  was  enjoyed  by  all.  The  Foreign  Language  Club  was 
re-organized,  and  students  took  an  excursion  to  Quebec  where  they  had 
some  first  hand  experiences  of  French  culture. 


HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  introduced  a  new  and  success¬ 
ful  food  program  to  the  juniors  and  seniors  by  offering  a  chef’s  course. 
It  has  proved  to  be  popular  among  the  students  and  indicates  that  a 
career  course  in  foods  would  be  a  practical  addition  to  our  curriculum 
when  it  becomes  possible. 

The  Home  Furnishing  class  has  had  an  intensive  unit  in  consumer 
education  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Mailloux  Furniture  Company,  Inc. 
of  Woonsocket,  R.  I.  and  it,  too,  has  been  of  immeasurable  value  to  the 
students  involved. 
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The  faculty  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  has  initiated  a 
Bicentennial  Program  for  the  entire  student  body  and  at  present  is  co¬ 
ordinating  the  plans  of  all  departments  into  a  program  to  be  presented 
during  the  school  day  on  April  9,  1976. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

Study  in  the  industrial  arts  program  this  year  has  been  enhanced 
by  curriculum  growth  and  expansion  which  enabled  students  to  experi¬ 
ence  learning  opportunities  for  more  complex  and  diversified  areas  of 
study.  Class  continuity  has  improved  since  incorporation  of  the  more 
structured,  uniform  course  offerings  of  a  few  years  ago.  Expanded  pro¬ 
grams  in  advanced  foundry  practices  and  pattern  making  (including 
wood  carving  and  some  wood  sculpture)  being  developed  this  year  will 
allow  students  a  more  extensive  opportunity  for  career  or  personal  de¬ 
velopment  in  the  metal  and  wood  fields. 


LIBRARY 

The  purpose  of  the  school  library  is  to  be  a  resource  center  for  the 
students  and  teachers  at  Nipmuc  and  to  support,  supplement,  and  ser¬ 
vice  the  needs  of  the  various  departments. 

Books  and  other  printed  materials  have  been  added  to  the  collec¬ 
tion  to  keep  it  current  with  today’s  knowledge  and  to  supply  specific 
demands  of  the  curriculum,  teachers  and  students.  Title  II  funds  have 
been  used  to  purchase  additional  books  and  some  audio-visual  materials. 

There  are  many  visits  by  classes  who  come  to  use  reference  and 
resource  materials  under  the  guidance  of  the  teacher  and  librarian.  The 
library  serves  as  an  additional  study  hall  and  in  some  instances  actual 
library  service  is  curtailed  and  accessibility  for  other  students  is  limited 
to  a  degree.  However,  the  library  is  generally  a  busy  place  and  pro¬ 
vides  resources  and  service  to  as  many  as  possible. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  math  department  extended  its  course  offer¬ 
ings,  underwent  a  change  in  staff,  and  made  a  significant  purchase  of 
equipment.  Two  courses  recently  added  to  the  curriculum  are  Proba¬ 
bility  and  Statistics  and  An  Introduction  to  Calculus. 

A  new  member  of  the  staff  this  year  is  Miss  Beverly  Ferrucci  who 
is  teaching  eighth  grade  math. 
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Equipment  purchased  during  the  year  includes  a  Canon  SX310 
programmable  calculator  and  ten  Texas  Instruments  SR50A  hand  held 
calculators.  These  machines  were  obtained  in  conjunction  with  Title  III 
of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  and  federal  funds  were  used  for 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  Music  Program  has  expanded 
considerably  this  year.  Added  to  this  year’s  program  is  the  course 
Theory  and  Harmony  meeting  four  times  per  week  and  offering  four 
credits  for  satisfactory  completion. 

On  the  performance  level  chorus  has  been  allotted  an  additional 
period  and  now  meets  three  times  per  week  which  has  made  a  remark¬ 
able  difference. 

In  addition,  significant  changes  have  been  made  this  year  in  Band, 
for  example,  a  band  student  may  now  elect  band  as  a  major  subject, 
receiving  five  credits  for  attending  class  five  times  per  week.  Also  the 
band  major  must  take  weekly  instrumental  lessons,  perform  in  public 
twice  yearly,  and  individually  demonstrate  their  technical  and  musical 
ability  and  progress. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

Pupil  Personal  Services  includes  guidance,  health  and  special  edu¬ 
cation.  A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  this  past  year  trying  to 
accommodate  the  special  needs  of  pupils,  as  required  by  the  new  special 
education  law,  Chapter  766.  Lack  of  space  and  personnel  has  greatly 
hindered  our  progress.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  we  will  be 
able  to  provide  educational  plans  for  all  special  need  pupils. 

Along  with  its  regular  programs  of  counseling,  educational-voca¬ 
tional  information  and  placement,  the  guidance  staff  in  conjunction  with 
Scoop,  School  Cooperative  Education,  held  a  successful  Career  Fair 
for  our  elementary  and  high  school  students  as  well  as  visiting  faculty 
and  students  from  Milford,  Hopedale,  and  Douglas.  Representatives  of 
one-hundred  (100)  local  businesses  and  career  areas  set  up  booths  and 
displays  in  our  gym  and  on  the  school  grounds. 

A  tutorial  program  has  been  set  up  along  with  the  students  in  the 
National  Honor  Society  to  provide  extra  help  to  students  having  aca¬ 
demic  difficulties. 
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SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  accomplished  by  the  science  department  during 
1975.  The  program  offerings  were  supplemented  by  the  use  of  various 
community  and  professional  resources.  Included  among  these  were 
guest  lecturers  from  Milford  Hospital,  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  De¬ 
partment  of  Forestry,  and  the  Worcester  Foundation  for  Experimental 
Biology.  A  science  fair  was  held  in  the  junior  high  school  and  a  field 
trip  was  made  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science.  Development  continued 
on  the  nature  trail,  and  its  use  was  expanded  to  include  all  science 
classes.  Better  utilization  of  the  greenhouse  resulted  in  a  plant  fair 
being  held  in  May.  The  biology  requirement  was  re-established  as  a 
prerequisite  for  graduation. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  Social  studies  department  has  presented  to  the  students  many 
innovative  programs  this  year.  Many  of  the  students  are  working  on 
special  projects  in  conjunction  with  our  bicentennial;  among  these  are 
field  trips  to  the  United  Nations,  the  Salem  Witch  Museum,  Fort  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  other  historical  sites.  Many  of  the  projects  incorporate  multi- 
meded  methods  and  interdepartmental  cooperation,  such  as  the  making 
of  films,  slides,  art  work,  and  correlated  outside  readings. 

A  new  course  was  introduced  for  Freshmen,  World  Affairs,  which 
attempts  to  acquaint  them  with  an  awareness  of  current  world,  national 
and  local  affairs.  In  summary,  the  Social  Studies  Department  is  attempt¬ 
ing  to  provide  the  students  with  a  program  of  studies  that  is  both  varied, 
relevant,  and  innovative. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  persons  who  any  way  helped  in  the  operation  of 
the  high  school  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE 

ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  major  problem  still  facing  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School 
district  is  space  and  facilities.  Two  Town  Meetings  were  held  to  see  if 
the  Towns  would  vote  to  construct  a  new  high  school.  Both  times  the 
motion  was  defeated.  I  believe  the  people  recognize  that  there  is  a 
problem  and  are  looking  for  alternatives.  The  problem  is  being  re¬ 
examined  and  with  the  constructive  assistance  of  the  people  all  facets 
of  the  situation  will  be  studied  with  the  correct  solution  applied. 

Major  problems  in  the  elementary  schools  must  be  alleviated.  We 
must  direct  our  attention  to  the  situation  existing  in  the  Henry  P.  Clough 
School  in  Mendon  and  the  Memorial  School  in  Upton.  For  the  problem 
that  exists  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School,  please  refer  to  the  high 
schools  principal’s  report. 


Henry  P.  Clough  School,  Mendon 

At  present  there  are  14  regular  classrooms  at  the  school.  Add  to  this 
the  portable  classroom  plus  the  little  classroom  off  the  cafeteria,  and 
we  have  16  stations  in  use  serving  as  regular  classrooms.  Now  take  the 
library,  which  is  used  as  a  classroom  for  one  of  the  morning  kindergar¬ 
tens,  and  we  have  a  total  of  17  stations  being  used  as  regular  classrooms. 
It  is  obvious  that  a  portable  or  relocatable  classroom  is  temporary  and 
expensive.  The  room  off  the  cafeteria  is  not  adequate  and  most  certainly, 
a  library  is  intended  for  other  purposes  than  a  classroom.  Supporting 
the  regular  educational  program  are  the  special  services  for  pupils  in 
need  of  help.  The  faculty  have  given  up  their  teachers’  room  for  special 
needs  pupils  and  are  presently  using  the  area  off  the  boiler  room  for 
their  teachers’  room.  We  thank  Bill  Hazard  and  Phil  Dunlavey  for  pre¬ 
paring  it.  Reading  resources  and  learning  disabilities  classes  are  shared 
in  the  old  office.  In  these  cases,  the  room  available  for  special  services 
are  restricted  by  law  as  to  the  number  of  students  allowed  in  the  room. 

There  are  inadequate  or  lack  of  facilities  for  music,  art,  special  ser¬ 
vices,  office  area,  and  storage.  The  school  is  evolving  into  a  three  class 
per  grade  situation  i.e.  three  first,  three  second,  three  third,  etc. 

If  the  trend  continues  in  the  next  school  year  1976-1977  we  will  be 
at  full  capacity.  That  is  to  say,  every  station  in  the  building  will  be 
utilized.  This  includes  the  two  additional  relocatables  being  prepared 
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for  this  year,  plus  an  additional  second  grade  teacher.  Starting  with  the 
school  year  1977-1978,  another  station  will  be  needed  plus  an  additional 
teacher. 

In  the  1978-1979  school  year  one  additional  station,  one  teacher. 

In  the  1979-1980  school  year  one  additional  station,  one  teacher. 

In  the  1980-1981  school  year  one  additional  station,  one  teacher. 

In  the  1981-1982  school  year  one  additional  station,  one  teacher. 

I  would  make  a  judgment  that  by  1978-1979  school  year,  the  room 
off  the  cafeteria  would  be  eliminated  to  be  used  as  an  expanded  cafe¬ 
teria,  necessitating  the  removal  of  the  wall  which  separates  the  room 
from  the  main  cafeteria. 


Memorial  School,  Upton 

The  Memorial  School,  traditionally  has  had  three  classrooms  per 
grade,  and  the  major  problem  is  not  classrooms  or  class  size.  We  must 
bear  in  mind,  however,  that  there  are  four  relocatable  classrooms  on  the 
site  with  an  additional  relocatable  slated  for  September.  The  relocat- 
ables  are  temporary  and  were  necessitated  when  the  three  seventh 
grade  classes  were  relocated  at  Memorial  School.  Obviously  the  same 
rationale  exists  for  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School. 

The  major  problem  at  the  Memorial  School  is  lack  of  correct  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  special  services.  Special  services  are  conducted  in  the  cus¬ 
todian  supply  room,  between  exit  doors,  and  in  stations  while  pupils 
are  out  for  recess.  Also  lacking  are  adequate  facilities  for  music,  art, 
office  area,  gym  or  reasonable  facsimile  is  needed.  At  present  our  gym 
area  is  used  from  11:00  a.m.  until  1:15  p.m.  for  lunch.  A  K-4  program 
with  the  present  structure  would  do,  but  pupils  in  grades  5-7  need  cor¬ 
rect  and  adequate  gym  facilities. 

With  the  assistance,  objective  understanding,  and  cooperation  of  the 
Townspeople,  I  believe  the  obstacles  can  be  overcome.  Something  has 
to  be  done  now  which  was  needed  yesterday. 

Our  Open  Court  Language  Arts  program  is  now  employed  in  grades 
K-4,  with  very  good  results.  Our  special  service  personnel  have  indicated 
that  the  program  helps  them  tremendously,  particularly  in  the  early 
grades  to  diagnose  those  pupils  with  inherent  learning  problems,  so  that 
special  attention  may  be  given  to  the  pupils.  We  plan  to  adopt  the  pro¬ 
gram  in  gade  5.  A  series  of  articles  are  being  sent  home  in  the  form  of 
a  newsletter  to  explain  the  program.  This  procedure  will  be  continued. 
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The  Pupil  Personnel  Department  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary- 
ellen  Gray  has  two  main  problems.  The  first  is  lack  of  adequate  facili¬ 
ties,  and  the  second  is  lack  of  personnel  to  carry  out  the  special  needs 
programs  dictated  by  the  Chapter  766  law.  Because  of  these  two  prob¬ 
lems  many  pupils  are  not  adequately  serviced.  However,  the  program 
is  evolving  and  moving  in  the  right  direction.  She  and  her  staff  are  do¬ 
ing  an  excellent  job  in  light  of  the  two  above  mentioned  problems. 

Mrs.  Barbara  E.  Burke,  Elementary  Librarian,  reported  a  good 
program  for  the  year,  supported  by  parent  volunteers  whose  sevices 
are  needed  and  appreciated.  Mrs.  Burke  makes  excellent  use  of  local, 
state,  federal  and  Risteen  Funds  for  the  enhancement  of  our  library. 
Because  of  the  demands  of  the  position,  I  feel  that  Mrs.  Burke  needs  an 
all-purpose  clerical  type  of  person  to  allow  her  to  carry  out  an  important 
and  extensive  library  program. 

Our  school  nurses,  Mrs.  Joyce  Hoberg  and  Mrs.  Elvira  Townsend, 
have  been  involved  in  clinics,  home  visitations,  and  school  registrations 
in  addition  to  the  normal  routines  at  the  nurse’s  office.  Again,  Chapter 
1766  has  placed  more  demands  on  these  people.  They  are  required  to 
make  home  visitations  on  each  child  being  evaluated  under  the  law. 

Mr.  Gordon  Merten,  Director  of  the  Title  I  Reading  Program,  re¬ 
ported  a  successful  summer.  Mr.  Merten  writes  a  program  centered 
around  the  needs  of  pupils,  particularly  in  reading. 

We  are  particularly  proud  of  our  music  program  which  culminates 
in  the  performances  of  the  elementary  band  and  chorus.  Performances 
are  scheduled  periodically  for  the  public  and  school. 

A  new  organization,  the  Upton  Mother’s  Club,  has  been  active  this 
year.  The  club  raised  money  to  purchase  paint,  and  painted  our  cafeteria 
which  is  no  easy  task.  On  behalf  of  the  District,  I  thank  you  very  much 
for  your  effort  and  wish  you  continued  success. 

The  Mendon  P.T.A.  had  a  good  year  with  many  interesting  pro¬ 
grams.  We  thank  them  for  the  school  equipment  purchased  on  their  be¬ 
half.  We  wish  you  continued  success  in  the  future. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Mendon  Lions’  Club  for  the  athletic  equip¬ 
ment  given  to  the  school.  It  is  so  nice  to  think  that  organizations  as  the 
Lions’  Club  are  concerned  about  the  welfare  of  our  pupils. 

In  closing,  I  am  hopeful  that  the  citizens  of  both  Towns  will  offer 
their  constructive  wisdom  to  help  us  solve  our  school  problems,  for  only 
working  together;  citizens,  school  committee,  administrators,  and  teach¬ 
ers,  can  we  do  it  for  the  ultimate  welfare  of  our  precious  children.

Early  in  the  year  we  revised  the  Bylaws  for  Subdivision  and 
Section  Plans  in  an  attempt  to  provide  more  definitive  sanitary 
code  guidelines  for  use  throughout  the  town.  Annual  programs  for 
testing  water  at  the  town  beach  and  Lakeview  as  well  as  issuing 
permits  and  conducting  clinics  kept  us  busy  during  the  year. 

In  October  we  contracted  with  Middlesex  Laboratory  of  Bedford 
to  conduct  inspections  of  food  handling  facilities.  This  assured  us 
the  services  of  highly  qualified  professionals  to  conduct  periodic 
inspections  and  to  work  with  personnel  in  an  educational  capacity. 
The  first  of  such  inspections  was  begun  in  November. 

In  December  we  conducted  a  Diabetes  Clinic  in  conjunction 
with  the  V.N.A.  and  Diabetic  Lay  League.  Approximately  150  resi¬ 
dents  attended,  and  a  number  were  referred  to  their  personal  phy¬ 
sicians  for  further  testing.  We  also  tested  35  children  during  a  Lead 
Poisoning  Clinic  with  the  V.N.A.  At  the  annual  Rabies  Clinic, 
93  dogs  w^ere  innoculated. 

Consistent  with  revised  governmental  regulations,  the  B.O.H. 
issued  3  syringe  permits  for  animal  husbandry.  Henceforth,  persons 
wishing  to  purchase  syringes  from  Vet  Med  Suppliers  must  first 
apply  for  a  permit.  Before  the  permit  is  issued,  site  inspection  and 
clearance  from  the  Chief  of  Police  is  necessary. 

Additional  miscellaneous  activities  included: 

21  disposal  construction  permits  granted 
7  disposal  installers  permits  granted 
1  non-alcoholic  beverage  permit  granted 
1 1  disposal  repair  permits  granted 
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An  extremely  time-consuming  and  controversial  issue  centering 
around  the  Town  dump  resulted  in  court  action  by  the  Town  against 
Mr.  James  Ferrucci,  former  operator  of  the  dump,  and  countersuit 
by  Mr.  Ferrucci  against  the  Town.  Following  is  a  synopsis  of  events: 

On  April  14,  1975  the  eleven-member  Solid  Waste  Disposal 
Study  Committee  unanimously  recommended  that  the  Town  further 
investigate  incineration  as  a  preferred  method  of  waste  disposal. 
Several  days  later,  Mr.  Ferrucci  notified  us  that  he  was  preparing 
his  site  to  handle  large  volumes  of  compacted  cubes  of  trash  from 
out-of-town,  which  would  be  trucked  in  by  Reclamations  Systems, 
Inc.  The  Board  of  Health,  in  conjunction  with  other  town  boards, 
met  with  Mr.  Ferrucci  on  several  occasions  to  inform  him  that  such 
a  commercial  operation  would  be  in  violation  of  local  by-laws  as 
well  as  state  health  and  zoning  laws  and  regulations. 

Despite  these  warnings,  Mr.  Ferrucci  allowed  the  company  to 
truck  in  trash  for  approximately  one  week,  at  which  time  the  Town 
sought  and  was  issued  a  temporary  injunction  prohibiting  only 
out-of-town  dumping. 

Two  days  later,  at  a  Conservation  Commission  meeting,  Mr. 
Ferrucci  closed  the  dump  to  Town  residents. 

With  only  12  hours  notice,  the  B.  of  H.  arranged  use  of  the 
Farrar  and  Carty  landfill  site  in  Hopedale  for  a  fee  of  $300.00  per 
week.  (Our  previous  dump  had  cost  $325.00  per  week.)  Following 
4  months  of  study,  the  Board  consented  to  increase  the  payment  to 
$400.00  per  week. 

In  July  the  Town  sought  a  permanent  injunction  against  Mr. 
Ferrucci’s  commercial  operation.  In  his  findings  handed  down  in 
January,  1976,  the  court-appointed  Master  found  in  favor  of  the 
Town  and  upheld  the  actions  of  the  B.  of  H. 

During  this  time,  in  an  effort  to  find  a  long-term  solution  to 
the  problem,  the  Board  of  Health  had  been  investigating  use  of 
Town  land  adjacent  to  Cemetery  Street  a  possible  Town- 
operated  refuse  disposal  site.  After  several  meetings  with  Selectmen, 
the  Conservation  Commission,  and  Phil  Bianchi,  consulting  engi- 
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neer,  an  open  hearing  assignment  of  said  land  was  held  on  Sep¬ 
tember  15,  1975-  No  vote  was  taken  pending  further  investigation 
of  the  land  title.  We  are  still  following  the  land  title  because  the 
8-10  acre  tract  would  be  of  value  to  the  Town  for  a  variety  of  uses. 

During  the  year  we  have  worked  closely  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  Conservation  Commission  and  wish  to  continue  this 
relationship  in  the  future. 

We  are  grateful  to  Thomas  Hackenson,  the  Health  Agent,  for 
his  advice  and  assistance;  also  to  the  Milford  Area  Visiting  Nurses’ 
Association  for  their  continuing  excellent  service.

MENDON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 
1975  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

A  full  tenancy  was  held  this  year.  Any  persons,  65  years  of  age 
or  older  interested  in  occupancy,  should  file  their  application  early. 
Average  rent  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $59.67.  Persons  may  file  at  age 
62,  and  will  be  considered  if  there  are  no  applications  of  persons 
65  years  or  older  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  Department  of  Community  Affairs  is  reviewing  existing 
regulations  governing  admission  limits,  rent  determinations,  tenant 
leases  and  grievance  precedudes  and  these  regulations  should  be 
known  to  the  Authority  the  first  part  of  the  year. 

Due  to  the  high  cost  of  electricity  and  the  lowering  of  rents 
in  1973,  the  Project  for  the  second  consecutive  year  has  shown  a 
deficit.  However,  the  State  reimbursed  the  Project  $1,387  last  year

and  the  Authority  expects  a  reimbursement  again  for  the  deficit  in 
1975.

All  sidewalks  near  the  buildings  were  resurfaced  this  year,  and 
the  remaining  ones  will  be  done  in  the  future.  Cracking  and  lift¬ 
ing  of  paneling  in  the  exterior  doors  has  created  a  problem  and 
a  program  has  been  set  up  to  refinish  these  doors.  The  road  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Project  near  the  Post  Office  will  be  resurfaced  this 
coming  year. 


Under  Chapter  707,  rental  assistance  for  low  income  families, 
the  Authority  has  only  one  person  on  this  program.  The  Authority 
has  been  notified  that  there  is  no  more  allotment  available  for  this 
year. 


On  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month,  the  Milford  Visiting 
nurses  hold  a  Drop-in  Clinic  for  all  elderly  in  town  at  the  Com¬ 
munity  Building.  Also,  the  Council  of  Aging  have  held  their  meet¬ 
ings  here. 

The  Authority  wishes  to  thank  Town  Officials,  Firemen’s 
Ladies  Auxiliary,  Taft  Public  Library,  Council  on  Aging,  Girl  and 
Boy  Scouts,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Leone,  Mr.  Charles  Leonard,  School 
Children  at  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School  for  Bicentennial  Parade 
and  other  organizations  for  their  thoughfulness  in  making  this  past 
year  an  enjoyable  one  for  the  tenants.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
Report  for  1975 

The  year  1975  was  an  active  one  for  the  Conservation  Commis- 
ssion,  particularly  concerning  wetland  areas.  The  Commission  be¬ 
came  involved  with  two  proposed  subdivisions:  Oak  View  Estates, 
off  Bates  Street,  and  Nipmuc  Heights,  off  Taft  Avenue.  A  public 
hearing  was  held  on  April  14,  1975  for  the  Oak  View  Estates  sub¬ 
division  to  discuss  how  the  Mill  Plain  Brook  would  be  affected  by 
the  project.  Shortly  thereafter  an  order  of  conditions  was  issued 
regulating  work  affecting  the  brook  and  adjacent  wetland  area.  No 
hearing  or  order  was  necessary  for  Nipmuc  Heights  because  the 
proposed  plans  were  rejected  by  the  Planning  Board.  A  notice  of 
intent  was  submitted  to  the  Commission  on  December  12,  1975  by 
William  H.  Hood  for  a  proposed  automobile  auction  building  and 
an  adjacent  area.  A  hearing  was  held  on  December  29,  1975  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  protection  of  wetlands  of  the  Charles  River.  Sections  of 
land  owned  by  Peter  Ellis,  S.  C.  Whitten  and  James  Ferrucci  were 
determined  a  subject  to  the  Wetland  Protection  Act.  (GL  Ch.  131, 
Sec.  40),  but  the  said  owners  have  agreed  to  comply  with  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission  regulations  before  furthering  any  work.  A  house 
lot  owned  by  Casey  Vandervolk  was  inspected,  at  his  request,  on 
June  7,  1975  to  determine  its  applicability  to  the  wetlands  act.  It 
was  found  that  only  the  area  within  one  hundred  feet  of  a  brook 
in  the  neighboring  lot  was  subject  to  the  act. 

The  annual  town  cleanup  was  held  on  April  12,  1975.  One 
hundred  seventy-five  people  and  twenty-seven  vehicles  participated 
all  Saturday  morning  in  cleaning  up  Mendon’s  roadsides.  The  Com¬ 
mission  is  most  grateful  to  all  those  who  helped,  particularly  Duane 
Nelson  for  his  contribution  of  trash  bags,  and  James  Ferrucci  and 
Dan  Leone  for  preparing  lunches  for  all  the  workers.  We  also  ex¬ 
tend  a  special  thanks  to  Chief  Kelsie  Townsend  and  the  Mendoin 
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Police  Department  and  Harold  Metcalf  and  the  Mendon  Highway 
Department  for  their  help  and  cooperation. 

The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  ten  thousand  dollars  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  park  off  Taft  Avenue.  Sil  Paulini  of  Natick  was  award¬ 
ed  the  contract  by  the  Selectmen  on  June  17  to  build  two  ballfields 
at  the  site.  A  little  league  baseball  field  and  a  softball  field  have 
been  completed,  though  Mr.  Paulini  will  return  in  the  spring  to 
reseed  certain  areas  where  needed.  The  park  is  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  though  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion  has  been  overseer  of  its  construction.  The  Commission  is  most 
grateful  to  Aldore  Tetreault  and  his  sons  and  Wayne  Wagner  for 
their  help  with  the  project. 

The  Mendon  Brothers  of  the  Brush  and  the  Lions’  Club  have 
taken  on  the  projects  of  equipping  the  ballfields.  They  have  re¬ 
quested  that  the  fields  be  named  after  their  distinguished  deceased 
members,  Lawrence  Pezzlla  and  Harold  Lowell,  respectively. 

The  Commission  has  worked  closely  with  Philip  Bianchi,  from 
Bianchi  Engineering  Co.  of  Millis.  He  has  been  extremely  helpful 
in  working  with  various  projects  this  past  year. 

On  November  25,  1975,  the  Town  voted  at  a  special  town  meet¬ 
ing  to  join  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  People  who  live 
within  a  designated  flood  plain  will  be  eligible  to  purchase  insur¬ 
ance  at  subsidized  rate.

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THE  MENDON  BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  that  I  submit  this  report  from  the 
Mendon  Bicentennial  Commission.  Pride  to  have  been  given  the  honor 
to  chair  this  Commission  and  extremely  proud  of  the  hard  work,  long 
hours,  and  cooperation  that  went  into  our  celebration,  and  is,  in  fact, 
still  going  on. 

The  Town  of  Mendon’ s  celebration  of  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the 
American  Revolution  officially  started  with  the  formation  of  this  Com¬ 
mission  in  1974.  Our  organizational  meetings  started  in  January  1975 
and  the  following  parameters  were  decided  upon: 

1.  Our  celebrations  would  be  completely  funded  by  donations  and 
other  income  that  we  could  raise  on  our  own.  No  tax  money, 
Town,  State  or  Federal  would  be  requested.  The  size  and  scope 
of  our  celebration  would  be  dependent  only  on  the  support  received 
from  the  townspeople. 

2.  Our  activities  would  be  in  keeping  with  old  fashioned  ideas  and 
themes  and  not  commercialized. 

3.  We  should  attempt  to  re-create  and  preserve  a  part  of  Mendon’s 
Heritage.  A  heritage  enviable  to  most  larger  towns  in  the  area. 

This  Commission  submitted  our  ideas  and  plans  to  the  ARBA  in 
Washington  and  the  Town  of  Mendon  was  declared  “A  Bicentennial  Com¬ 
munity”  by  that  body. 

Mr.  James  E.  Till,  Jr.  of  North  Avenue  was  appointed  a  “Major 
General”  and  the  Mendon  Youth  Militia  was  formed.  The  children  and 
parents  who  donated  their  time,  money,  and  labor  into  organizing,  out¬ 
fitting  and  training  this  group  are  indeed  a  tribute  to  the  original  Mendon 
Militia  who  were  organized  and  outfitted  the  same  way.  On  their  own  and 
not  subsidized.  This  little  group  marched  in  Mendon’s  Patriot’s  Day 
Parade  on  April  20th,  and  represented  Mendon  in  Milford’s  mammoth 
Bunker  Hill  Day  Parade  and  in  Hopedale’s  4th  of  July  Parade.  Plans 
are  in  the  works  for  their  participation  in  area  parades  again  this  year. 
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Our  Activities  Committee  was  formed,  Mr.  Elden  Barrows  of  Bates 
Street  appointed  its  chairman,  and  our  celebration  really  got  rolling. 

A  Colonial  Ball  was  held  on  April  18  at  Patrick’s  in  Uxbridge  to  kick 
off  the  Bicentennial  year. 

On  April  19,  we  had  the  Bicentennial  Flag  dedication,  the  opening  of 
the  General  Store,  Paul  Revere’s  Ride,  and  the  dedication  of  the  Bulletin 
Board  by  the  Mendham  Brush  Association.  This  was  followed  on  Sunday, 
April  20th  by  the  largest  parade  held  in  Mendon  since  1967.  All  of  our 
daughter  towns  got  together  with  organizations  from  Mendon  to  form  a 
grand  parade.  The  Youth  Militia  planted  and  dedicated  a  tree  to  the 
memory  of  the  164  men  who  mustered  at  Founders’  Park  on  April  20th, 
1775  and  marched  off  to  aid  Lexington  and  Concord  in  the  start  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

On  June  6th,  a  Breakfast  Dance  was  held  in  the  K.  of  C.  Hall  in 

Milford. 

On  June  15th,  this  commission,  and  the  Mendon  Youth  Militia  took 
part  in  Milford’s  Parade. 

On  July  4th,  our  militia  participated  in  Hopedale’s  Parade. 

On  July  5th,  we  sponsored  a  family  picnic  and  band  concert  at  Lake 
Nipmuc  complete  with  the  “Water  Sports”  provided  by  the  Mendham 
Brush  Association  and  the  Norfolk  Anvils. 

On  October  4th,  this  committee  coordinated  the  Mendon  Country  Fair. 
The  cooperation  of  the  Mendon  4H  groups,  the  Mendon  Lions  Club,  the 
Mendham  Brush  Association,  the  three  churches,  the  Mendon  Historical 
Society,  the  Grange,  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Schools  and  PTA,  the  Mendon 
Garden  Club,  and  numerous  local  residents  and  businesses  gave  us  our 
biggest  event  of  the  year.  After  months  of  hard  work  by  these  people,  and 
after  three  straight  rainy  weekends,  the  morning  of  October  11th  dawned 
up  sunny  and  warm.  The  Fair  was  complete  with  games,  arts,  crafts, 
exhibits,  shows,  concerts,  hot  dogs,  hamburgers,  candy  apples,  home¬ 
made  ice  cream  and  butter  all  either  free  or  at  old  fashioned  prices. 
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Because  of  the  preceding  month’s  bad  weather,  our  little  fair  was  deluged 
with  travelers  who,  suffering  from  “Cabin  Fever”  chose  that  day  to  go 
for  a  ride  and  stopped  in.  A  Special  Thanks  is  in  order  here  for  Messrs. 
Wesley  and  Earl  Rogers  of  Ashway  Farms  who  donated  the  use  of  the 
“Fair  Grounds”  and  our  fine  Police  Department,  who  kept  traffic  and 
parking  problems  to  a  minimum.  The  Mendon  Lions  Club  has  offered  to 
coordinate  this  activity  every  year  from  now  on  in  the  hopes  of  making  it 
an  annual  event.  This  commission  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  took 
part,  and  hopes  the  Liens  Club  receives  the  same  fine  cooperation  and 
that  the  future  fairs  remain  small  and  friendly,  and  put  on  only  for  the 
fun  of  it  as  our  first  one  was. 

On  November  22,  the  Milford  Community  Chorus  presented  a  choral 
concert  “A  Musical  Tribute  to  America”. 

During  the  Christmas  Season,  this  commission  coordinated  the  deco¬ 
ding  of  the  buildings  and  trees  and  the  playing  of  carols  in  the  center 
of  town. 

Also,  during  the  year,  the  Boy  Scouts  cleaned  up  some  of  the  local 
cemeteries  as  a  Bicentennial  Activity. 

Planning  is  still  in  progress  for  our  1976  activities.  Joint  celebrations 
and  activities  are  being  planned  with  the  towns  that  were  a  part  of 
Mendon  in  1776. 

Mother  Mendon  will  sponsor  a  Ball  on  Friday,  July  2,  1976  as  her 
part.  Blackstone,  Millville,  Milford,  and  Hopedale  will  coordinate  their 
4th  of  July  activities  with  Mendon.  Fireworks,  a  Band  Concert,  Parade, 
an  ecumenical  service,  and  a  carnival  are  being  discussed  by  these 
daughter  towns  at  this  time. 

Our  Heritage  Committee  is  working  on  plans  to  modernize  and 
beautify  the  Historical  Society  Building  for  1976. 

This  Commission  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  and  will 
help  in  any  and  all  of  our  events.  The  cooperation  this  Commission 
received  is  making  Mendon’ s  celebration  of  America’s  200th  birthday 
one  to  be  proud  of.

The  bookmobile  continues  to  visit  on  a  regular  basis  bringing 
large  type  and  regular  editions.  The  van  also  visits  from  Worcester 
to  bring  audio  visual  material  and  special  requests. 

The  mothers  of  3  and  4  year  olds  again  conducted  a  successful 
library  school  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Daniel  Gilmore.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BLACKSTONE  VALLEY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

Regular  meetings  of  the  committee  are  held  at  the  Vocational 
School  on  Pleasant  Street  in  Upton  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  8:00  p.m.  The  committee  organized  for  the  year  on  April 
17,  1975  and  elected  Mr.  Herman  Buma  of  Uxbridge  as  chairman. 

In  September  1975  the  school  started  its  ninth  year  with  an 
enrollment  of  601  students,  eighteen  of  whom  are  from  our  town  of 
Mendon.  All  freshman  class  members  this  year  used  their  first  semes¬ 
ter  in  their  assigned  departments  with  the  understanding  that  they 
could  ask  for  a  chance  to  transfer  to  another  department  during  the 
second  semester. 

Lincoln  Arc  Welding  Foundation  awards  were  won  by  students 
to  the  tune  of  $1100.00.  Cooperative  training  programs  have  enabled 
seniors  who  have  been  certified  by  their  instructors  to  work  in  indus¬ 
try  under  close  supervision  for  three  weeks  at  a  time,  after  which  he 
returns  to  class  room  work. 

The  evening  program  was  most  successful.  These  classes,  open 
to  persons  over  16  years  of  age  who  are  not  attending  school  and 
who  can  show  that  the  course  will  be  of  benefit  to  him,  included 
Auto  Body  Repair,  Carpentry,  Electronics,  Graphic  Arts,  Plumbing 
and  Blue  Print  reading.  405  adults  were  enrolled  in  the  first  session. 
The  second  session  had  398  adults. 

The  problem  of  selecting  students  has  always  been  a  difficult 
one.  This  year  one  of  the  members  of  the  guidance  department 
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visited  all  of  the  towns  in  the  district  to  carry  the  message  of  Valley 
Tech.  This  year  there  is  a  total  of  456  applicants,  of  whom  51  are 
girls. 

The  admission  of  girls  to  the  vocational  school  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  without  a  problem.  The  young  ladies  are  taking  various 
courses  and  have  done  well.  Mr.  Gene  Picard  of  the  school  adminis¬ 
tration  staff  reports  that  classes  have  gone  smoothly  and  that  the 
girls  seem  to  have  always  been  there.  I  must  admit  that  I  was  a  bit 
skeptical  a  year  ago  about  this  new  policy.  Unfounded  charges  have 
been  leveled  at  me  that  my  attitude  at  that  time  was  a  sure  sign  of 
senescence.  Actually  the  Latin  writer  Horace  had  an  expression 
which  described  the  problem  of  admitting  girls  to  the  school  when 
he  wrote:  "Parttiriunt  montes,  mus  nascit 

The  assessment  of  the  town  of  Mendon  is  $31,330  less  estimated 
regional  school  aid  in  the  amount  of  $7200,  for  a  net  of  $24,130.00. 
The  average  cost  per  pupil  is  about  $1,333.00.  This  is  the  net  cost 
to  the  town  not  considering  the  school  aid  disbursements.  Obviously 
the  cost  of  operation  is  high.  The  product  of  the  school  is  also  good. 
Graduates  are  finding  jobs  in  a  difficult  job  market.  Evening  classes 
are  crowded  and  enthusiastic.  It  has  always  been  my  custom  to 
question  expenditures  and  to  refuse  to  vote  for  an  unnecessary 
expense.

Blackstone  Valley  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

There  were  53  meetings  held  in  the  calendar  year  of  1975. 

The  Town  Hall  has  undergone  a  certain  amount  of  interior 
face  lifting.  In  the  upper  town  hall,  the  floors  have  all  been  beauti¬ 
fully  refinished,  also  ceilings  and  walls  have  been  painted.  All  the 
windows  have  been  glazed  and  storm  windows  installed.  A  new 
ceiling  was  installed  in  the  front  hall  and  the  stairs  of  both  front 
and  back  hall  have  been  refinished.  Some  of  the  offices  in  the  lower 
town  hall  were  also  painted.  All  this  extra  work  was  made  possible 
through  the  use  of  CETA  employees,  a  Federally  funded  program, 
available  to  various  cities  and  towns. 

The  excellent  upkeep  of  our  Park  and  Cemeteries  in  Town  were 
also  a  result  of  our  CETA  help.  The  town  has  received  many  com¬ 
pliments  on  how  well  the  park  and  cemetery  areas  look. 

The  town  of  Mendon  was  involved  in  a  court  action  concerning 
the  sanitary  landfill  in  town  and  violation  of  our  bylaws.  It  was  a 
long  costly  affair,  but  the  Court  ruled  in  favor  of  the  town.  Now 
our  main  concern  is  to  get  the  sanitary  landfill  problem  solved  to 
the  best  interest  of  all  the  townspeople. 

Another  first  for  the  Board  was  negotiations  with  the  Police 
Association,  Inc.  This  too  has  been  a  lengthy  issue  and  while  no 
agreement  has  been  reached,  we  hope  to  resolve  this  to  the  benefit 
of  all  parties  concerned. 

We  had  seven  special  town  meetings  this  year  and  two  of  these 
concerned  a  new  high  school.  It  did  not  seem  at  this  time  to  be 
the  wish  of  the  people,  as  the  articles  were  defeated. 

We  have  added  two  new  pieces  of  equipment  to  the  town,  a 
new  fire  truck  and  also  a  new  cruiser. 
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Our  new  ball  fields  are  underway  and  should  be  more  evident 
this  Spring.  There  are  more  plans  to  expand  this  area  as  a  recreation 
site  for  the  townspeople. 

Providence  Road  was  hot  topped  for  6/10  of  a  mile  and  1,000 
feet  of  drain  pipe  was  installed.  The  oil  and  penetration  of  Neck 
Hill  Rd.  was  completed  and  1,500  feet  of  drain  pipe  was  installed 
on  this  road. 

The  Selectmen  walked  the  bounds  this  year  and  found  6  boun¬ 
daries  are  down  and  have  to  be  replaced  by  County  engineers. 

Two  new  street  lights  were  installed  on  George  St.,  both  by 
bus  stops  and  also  a  new  street  light  by  O’Grady's  Service  Station. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  departments  and  boards  who  have 
worked  with  us  during  the  year  and  the  support  of  the  townspeople, 
without  which  our  job  would  be  impossible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
March  25,  1976 


Citizens  of  Mendon: 

In  accordance  with  the  town  by  law,  the  Finance  Committee  here¬ 
with  submits  its  proposed  budget  and  special  article  recommendations 
for  the  annual  town  meeting. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $1,105,571.72  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  town  government  for  fiscal 
1976-77.  This  is  $1,086,281.00  for  Article  4,  and  $19,290.72  for  recommended 
special  articles.  After  deducting  Special  and  Available  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $91,782.31,  this  leaves  a  balance  of  $1,013,789.41  to  be  raised 
by  tax  levy.  This  is  an  increase  of  $50,117.14  over  fiscal  1975-76. 

We  recommend  a  7%  general  pay  increase  to  be  given  to  most  town 
employees.  Provision  for  this  has  been  made  in  the  Article  4  recommen¬ 
dations.  The  notable  exceptions  to  this  are  the  Police  and  Highway  De¬ 
partments. 

At  this  writing,  the  police  contract  has  not  been  signed,  therefore  the 
Committee  felt  it  prudent  to  recommend  a  lump  sum  figure  so  as  not  to 
upset  the  bargaining  process.  This  figure  is  our  best  guess  as  to  what 
the  contract  will  cost  the  town,  based  on  the  limited  information  avail¬ 
able.  No  taxpayer  should  be  surprised  if  asked  to  pay  more  than  we 
have  allotted. 

In  reviewing  the  Highway  Department  wage  schedule,  we  felt  it 
necessary  to  substantially  increase  the  wages  of  this  department.  This 
is  to  maintain  wage  levels  close  to  those  of  departments  in  surrounding 
area. 

The  Regional  School  District  budget  is  $2,278,950.00.  This  is  $279,- 
354.00  over  the  present  fiscal  year.  The  School  Committee  has  credited 
the  budget  with  $755,000.00  in  estimated  state  receipts.  This  leaves  $1,523,- 
950.00  to  be  assessed  to  the  Towns.  Mendon’s  is  $691,417.00  or  45.37%. 

The  major  portion  of  the  increase  in  this  budget  is  due  to  the  costs 
of  Special  Education  Department.  The  costs  of  operating  this  department 
have  increased  dramatically  since  the  inception  of  the  Chapter  766  pro¬ 
gram.  These  increases  are  expected  to  continue  for  about  five  years  be¬ 
fore  the  program  levels  off. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser. 
The  newest  cruiser  was  purchased  six  months  later  than  expected,  thus 
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the  older  cruiser  had  to  be  used  mere  than  what  was  expected.  To  avoid 
excessive  maintenance  costs,  and  retain  trade  in  value,  we  recommend 
its  replacement. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  used  loader/backhoe. 
The  Highway  Superintendent  informs  us  that  there  are  numerous  street 
drainage  problems  in  town  that  need  correcting.  The  Superintendent  and 
the  Committee  both  agree  that  this  piece  of  equipment  will  give  the  De¬ 
partment  added  flexibility  to  cope  with  these  problems,  at  a  saving  to 
the  Town. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $3,000.00  in  Reve- 
ne  Sharing  Funds  to  secure  title  to  the  so-called  Cemetery  St.  land.  This 
is  the  figure  recommended  by  our  Town  Counsel.  We  feel  it  only  makes 
good  sense  to  secure  title  to  this  property  for  the  future  needs  of  the 
town,  as  they  may  arise. 

There  are  two  other  articles  that  have  not  been  submitted  to  the 
Committee  for  their  recommendations  at  this  writing.  They  are  an  article 
to  cover  the  costs  of  the  overtime  pay  ruling  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Labor  ($2,173.73).  Also,  reimbursement  to  the  Police  Officers,  an  amount 
of  money  deducted  from  their  private  dutv  pay  to  cover  the  costs  to  the 
Town  of  handling  this  payroll  for  income  tax  purposes  ($1,470.00).  The 
Committee  has  allowed  for  passage  of  these  articles  in  its  financial  cal¬ 
culations. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  $73,000.00  be  taken  from 
free  cash  to  reduce  the  tax  levy.  This,  plus  other  deductions  to  cover  rec¬ 
ommended  special  articles,  will  leave  a  balance  of  $5,959.00  in  free  cash. 
We  feel  that  this  and  the  Reserve  fund  balance  of  $7,600.00  (at  this  writ¬ 
ing)  will  be  sufficient  reserve  until  the  fiscal  year  begins. 

As  of  1/77  the  Revenue  Sharing  Account  is  estimated  to  show  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  $7,000.00.  We  recommend  it  be  held  until  a  suitable  purpose  can 
be  found  for  its  use. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  town  Officers  and  Boards  for  their  assistance 
in  helping  the  Committee  with  its  work.

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GLOSSARY  OF  TERMS 
USED  IN  TOWN  FINANCE 

The  following  items  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  Town  Report 
and  at  Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in  order  to  give 
you  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE 

This  fund,  often  referred  to  as  “Excess  &  Deficiency”  (E  &  D) 
represents  the  amount  by  which  Cash,  Accounts  Receivable  and  other 
assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS 

A  Fund,  often  referred  to  as  “Free  Cash”  certified  annually  by  the 
State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  deducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all  un¬ 
collected  taxes  for  prior  years  and  overdrawn  accounts.  This  fund  may 
be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

RESERVE  FUND 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
and  may  be  composed  of  the  following:  (1)  an  appropriation  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  5%  of  the  preceding  year’s  tax  levy;  (2)  money  appropriated 
from  Overlay  Reserve;  or  (3)  both.  Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
are  within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  are  for 
“extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.” 

STABILIZATION  FUND 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital  expendi¬ 
tures.  Under  certain  conditions  the  State  will  match  sums  taken  from 
this  fund  during  the  first  year  only;  and  in  amounts  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $100,000.  This  Fund  reduces  the  Bonding  costs  for  Mendon. 
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OVERLAY 

The  overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of  ap¬ 
propriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fun  to 
cover  abatements  granted  and  avoid  fractions  when  establishing  the 
tax  rate. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  Overlay  for  various  years  not 
used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  account  for  a  given 
year.  It  may  be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  town  for  extraordinary  or  unfor- 
seen  expenditures  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on  State 
(Chapter  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based  upon  acceptable 
rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  such  equipment  as  trucks, 
backhoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then  deposited  into  this  account. 
These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  Road  Machinery  Account.

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ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of  money 
from  Available  Funds  to  pay  for  the  legal,  land  court  and  surveying  fees 
to  acquire  title  to  property  located  on  the  northerly  side  of  Thayer  St., 
formerly  owned  by  the  heirs  of  Lowell  Cook. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  an  ecological  treatment  of  Lake  Nipmuc  for  weed  control. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  or  some  other  sum,  to  initiate  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  tennis  courts  at  the  recreation  site  off  Taft  Avenue  and 
Millville  Road. 
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ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,173.73  to  pay  overtime  judgement  by  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  to 
Answering  Service  and  Highway  Department.

Any  solid  waste  disposal  facility  located  within  the 
Town  must  be  operated  by  the  Town  or  by  an  inhabitant  of  the  Town,  and 
only  after  approval  of  the  Town  by  a  vote  of  a  Town  Meeting. 

Section  3-2.  No  solid  waste  disposal  facility  located  within  the  Town 
may  receive  in  excess  of  1500  tons  of  refuse  per  week. 

Section  3-3.  Any  solid  waste  disposal  facility  must  be  assigned  by 
the  Boar  dof  Health,  pursuant  to  Chapter  111,  Section  150A  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws. 

Section  3-4.  No  person,  other  than  an  inhabitant  of  the  Town,  may 
use  any  solid  waste  disposal  facility  located  within  the  Town,  unless  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Town  by  a  vote  of  a  Town  Meeting.
